INTRODUCTORY  STATEMENT 


Thle  preliminary  abstract  for  the  calendar  year  1945  is  complied  from  the  an- 
nual reports  of  large  eteas  railways,  the  Railway  Expreas  Agency,  Inc.,  and  the  Pullman 
Company.  It  ie  intended  primarily  to  make  available  as  promptly  as  possible  certain  to- 
tals not  obtainable  from  the  monthly  or  quarterly  reports  of  carriers.  The  totals  are 
subject  to  ohange  after  corrections  in  the  annual  reports  have  been  authorized.  The 
final  totals  will  appear  in  the  Statistics  of  Railways  for  1945. 

Because  a  separate  annual  publication  of  freight  commodity  statistics  is  reg- 
ularly Issued  in  detail  for  the  157  classes  of  commodities,  only  group  totals  of  comm- 
odities carried  are  shown  In  this  preliminary  abstract  for  the  year  1945. 

It  should  be  especially  observed  that  in  Summary  No.  1  the  balance  sheet  items 
relate  to  oompaniee  that  file  operating  reports  and  do  not  cover  the  balance  sheets  of 
companies  that  file  lessor  reports,  the  property  of  which  is  operated  by  Class  I  line- 
haul  steam  railways;  that  is, railways  having  annual  operating  revenues  above  $1  000  000. 
The  following  table,  however,  shows  the  Investment  In  road  and  equipment  of  the  opera- 
ting lessor,  and  proprietary  companies  at  the  end  of  the  year  1945,  in  comparison  with 
final  figures  for  the  preceding  year.  The  steam  railway  system  at  the  close  of  194s  had 
a  total  investment  in  road  and  equipment  of  $26,967,755,764,  whloh  was  $336  101  717  more 
than  the  total  for  19*14.  This  relates  to  all  classes  of  line-haul  oompanies.  ibis  com- 
parison is  without  consideration  of  the  increase  In  the  acorued  depreciation.  At  the 
close  of  the  year  1945,  accrued  depreciation  and  amortization  of  defense  projects  of 
Class  I,  II,  and  III  line-haul  companies  and  their  lessors  amounted  to  $5  549  719  533  an 
increase  of  $1  167,115,040  over  the  1944  total.  The  depreciation  accrued  on  the  books 
in  1942  and  prior  years  is  confined  ohiefly  to  equipment.  Amortization  of  defense  pro- 
jects in  1941  to  1945,  inclusive,  applies  both  to  roadway  and  equipment. 


explained  by  the  fact  that  the  1945  investment  accounts  of  certain  railways  reflect  not 
merely  the  net  expenditures  for  property  during  the  year  but  also  changes  due  to  reor- 
ganization and  other  accounting  readjustments. 


In  Summaries  1  and  3,  the  assignment  of  revenues  to  freight  service  and  to  pas- 
senger and  allied  services  is  In  accordance  with  the  distributions  made  by  carriers  In 
rilling  out  the  schedule  relating  to  revenues  in  the  annual  report  form.  There  ie  no 
special  order  giving  detailed  Instructions  for  the  separation  of  revenues  by  class  of
